While these movements possessed officers with names almilar to 
those used in the Mormon organisation, the Mormon organisation developed 
to be very different from them. In this respect it resendled much 
more the Methodist organization with its centralization. We have 
already civen « brief description of the Methodiet organization of 
this period,2* end we will now call attention to certain similarities 
whieh developed in the Hornon systen. 

The method of dividing and subdividing the territory into gcon- 
veniont units ere very similer. Thus in the Mormon church we have 
wards and stakes, which correspond to the clreuite and distriets of 
the Kethodiet church. Certain boundaries were set and people living 
within these Loundaries belonged to the particular ward and steke in 
| which they resided, or in the Methodist chureh to the ciroult end 
district. 







The idea of appeintaent rather than of election of officers is

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4 church were appointed by those higher up in authority, and ‘sustained 

"by those over whom they presided. In the Methodist church this was 

also true, the Bishop appointed his presiding elders and circuit riders, 
(ministers) and determined the dietrict or circuit each was to serve. 

The idea of delegated suthority, passing from the Methodist 

| bishop, to the presiding elder, thence to the cirouit rider, is similar 
in the Mormon church, the authority paseing from the General Authorities, 
to the Stake President, thence to the Bishops. In beth churches it 
was expected that those in lesser offices should respect and obey those 
in higher offices. Insuberdination wuld be followed by removal fran 
office if the offending individual did not repent. — 

There is on important difference in the two organizations pertain- 
ing to the selection of the highest shuroh officiele. The bishops in 
the Methodist church were elected by the delegates at the General 
Conference. ‘This Conference is also the lew making bedy for the shureh. 
The highest officials in the Mormon church are not elected but are a 
self perpetuating body as indieated above, and the Mormon church possesses 

mo body comparable to the General Conference of the Yethodist churoh. 

The Mormon Bishops and Etake Presidente more nearly resembled the 
Baptist prencher than they ¢id the Hethodist preacher. The Methodist 

: preachers were « professional end paid group, while in the Saptiet church 
: in the vest they were at most only seni-professionel end were only 

1 partly paid if et all. The Mormon Bishops and Steke Presidents were 

_ @hosen because of their lendership and ability to manage, rather than 
their ability to preach cr expound the doctrines of the church. 
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Under date of February 27, 1833, the Prophet received a revelation 
known in Mormon literature as the "Word of Wisdon'.45 In this revele-— 
tion wine and etrong drinks were condemned as being injurious to the 
body, and were not te be uged by the faithful Sainte, except for 
sacramental purposes, and there only pure home-made wine was to be used. 
In addition to the ban on liquor, 1¢ was stated that tobacco was haraful 
to the body and should not be used, and meats should be used only 
sparingly. 

In dealing with the contesporary tenpereance movexents we will not 
go into the history of the tenperence question, but will give in very 
brief fashion a few facts to show the general oodition at the time the 
church arose. Uefore the Yar of 1012 there had been some agitation for 
reform on the liquor question. Anthony Beneget of Philadelphia published 
a book in 1774 with the descriptive title, “The Mighty Destroyer Dis- 
played, in some Account of the Dreadful Saveck made by the Mistaken Use 
as well as Abuse of Distilled Spirituous Liquors". He said that dod 
was displeesed with seeing his children abuse their bodies with liquors.+® 
Dre Genjemin dush, aleo of Philadelphia, drew up “Direetions for Pre- 
serving the Health of Soldiers". He also wrote “An Inquiry into the 
Effects of Spirituous Liquors on the Human Body". In these writings he 
tried to show the harmful effects of liquors on the huaan systen.+? 

But following the War of 1812, the agitation against the liquor 
sondition becaae sore than the volees of « few, end took on the aspect 


of a general movement. ly 1426 there was sufficient backing to organize

largely Congregetionel and Presbyterian in- religion although the unchurched 
outnumbered the churched weny timers Gradually Baptiste and Methodists 
geined a foothold in the seetion, and by the tise of the founding of the 
Mormon ohureh, (1630) they were well extubliahed: as were sost of the well 
known Protestant churches. — 

The use of the ‘sirault systen' by the Sethodists and of the ‘farner~ 
preacher’ by the Baptiste proved very succeseful and enabled those two 
churches to aske greater gaine on the frontier then any of the other religious 
bodies 

Yeatern New York wes vielted by the revivals of the early 19th century 
and they continued to secur till weil. post ‘pin: sneins with whieh we are 
dealing. ‘ost of the excesses in regard to bodily exerelees so commen in

Though the church was Saat Ged in Western Sew York, it did not gain 
many converte there end soved to Northern Vaio within a year where it found 
nore: songenial surroundings. The Caupbellites who were striving toward a 
retum of the ancient order of things seme into the church in relatively 
large numbers. Converte cune to the church from uany etates ond from seve 
eral nations as « result of intensive sissionary propaganda. 

che Yormons believed that the powers end blessings of Apestoelic times 
had been reetored through a prophet whom God had raised up for that purpose. 
Sisilar elaims were aude by Guakers, and Shakers, who were older organiantions 
then the dormons, and by the Trvingites who arose at about the sane tise. 
These organisations were weil known to the dormon leader but to what extent 
he sypropriated idene from them ia diffieult to deternine. 

The Yormon organization showed saany sinilarities to the verlous orgen~ 
isetions already extant, the sentralisetion and detalles being very uch 
Like the 4ehodist organizations. The Word of “4edom', whieh was given «as 
@ revelation by the sraalet to his seople, gave religious sanotion to a 
 mevenen t already prominent in Aueries. The use of liquer and tobacco was 
vigorously opposed by dectore and clergymen before the Morsen opposition 
to it occurred. 

It wae thought fupractiaable to deal sith nore of the conte«pornry 
dootrines ond practices, but trentises on soxe of these can be found to a 
limited extent in theses some of which have been published. 

if the dootrines and praotices selected for trentaent here ean be 
es ud en index of the whole, it would appear that sost of the Mormon 


éootrines were to be found in the sonteuporary shurches. 
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
